MAKE THE VICTORY LASTING 


1 TNDER the heading /‘Let’s avoid this trap,” the 
^ Financial Post expresses fear that the Anglo Saxon 
weakness for sentimentality about Italian people may 
gain headway ju3t because- Mussolini and his gang have 
been kicked out of power in Italy. The Post says: ‘‘For 
almoin four years Italy has been our enemy, just as 
ready to kill our soldiers, sailors and airmen as the 
Nazis. If the Italians have lacked the strength, skill 
and guts in so doing, this is, no reason to regard them 
any more fondly than Hitler’s Panzers. When Italy 
had weaker opponents, Ethiopia, inoffensive Albania, 
mortally wounded France, she was very adept at 
slaughtering and looting. 

‘■So let us not fall into a trap that may have been 


cleverly devised to spare Italy now and pave the way 
lor sparing Germany .later on. Let us not be weakened 
iu our resolve to make the victory a good one, and 
one that will last. Let us not be bamboozled into 
’.aking new Italian leaden to our bosom or letting 
them into our house as harmless and domesticated. 
Nothing would serve the Nazi cause so well. If we 
weaken on Italy we will simply be showing the Nazi 
hoodlums a way to escape the awful retribution we 
hav" in store for them. It is we who'are on trial, not 
Badoglio or the Little King.” 

The warning of the Financial Post is timely. One 
failure of the last war was that it was an uncompleted 
job. Surely that lesson has been learned or this 
ibusiness willThave to be gone through in a few years 
again. Until nations with the lust for war realize the 
cost of war—until the horror' of slaughter and destruc¬ 
tion is injected into every fibre of their being, they will 
make excuse for more war. Then once again the best 
of our youth will be called to the sacrifice. 

Although Britain and United States played no valor¬ 
ous part when Ethopia arid Albania were overrun, they 
do not forget Italian boasts and cruelties in despoiling 
these little nations. And these boasts should remain 
in memory as a warning of what people may do if they* 
have the power. —1_-- — 

The falling of^ bombs and distruction of life are re¬ 
volting, no matter what country may tremble under 
the scourge. But until the disposition to make war 
and more war is purged from the heart of man, the 
slaughter must continue. No other course seems pos¬ 
sible if any lasting lesson is to be learned. It is the 
responsibility of Allied nations to make the victory so 
oecisive and the terms so clear that peace loving peop¬ 
les are not required to sacrifice every generation to 
teach the’same lesson. This time let it be for keeps.

Sicilian Gains Tend 
to Demoralize Wops

Rioting and Military ( lashes Con¬ 
tinue Between Nazi and Facist. 

Berlin Fears Fate of Ham- . 
burg, Civilians evacuate 

Sweeping through German defen¬ 
ces in Sicily, American, British and 
Canadian trpops are continuing to 
capture and occupy key towns of the 
Italian island. Heavy casualties 
have been exacted amongst Axis 
troops, and for the fifst time more 
German prisoners than Italian have 
been taken. Both the British 8th 
Army, the Canadian First Division 
and the American 7th Army have 
scored gains. U.S. forces have been 
sweeping through the. northern sec¬ 
tion of Sicily, while British batter 
at Catania. Canadians have con¬ 
tinued to advance over highland 
country in bitter hand to hand 
fighting. Recent Canadian capture 
has been the town of Agira engag¬ 
ing the Princess Pat’s, the Seaforth 
Highlanders and an Edmonton regi¬ 
ment. The Canadians are referred 
to by the Germans as “Red Patch 
Devils” Swing to'the “bright iea 
buttle patch on their -tunics. The 
prisoners taken at Agira said the 
Canadian barrage and air bombard¬ 
ment was worse than anything they 
had gone through, in Russia .or in 
Africa. In the Sicilian fighting the 
British and American veteians claim 
dust and heat worse khan that exper¬ 
ienced in north Africa.

FPHIS paper has frequently commented on the fine 
quality of fruit which is marketed in increasing 
amount from Ta'oer irrigated district. The developments 
in this line tend to round out diversification possibili¬ 
ties of Alberta. Self-sustainment to as great a degree 
as possible is gratifying whether it be found on a farm 
id a community, or within a province. 

It is interesting to find that experimentation is going 
still farther in the irrigated area of Southern Alberta. 
The latest adventure is in the growing of sweet potatoes 
and peanuts. The initial experiment starts with 10,000 
sweet potato plants, with several different varieties un¬ 
der test. This at least will furnish seed for further trial 
next year. 

Ted Sundal of Taber, who heads the experiment, told 
the Lethbridge Herald: “I believe that in from five to 
ten years we can lift the northern rim of sweet potato 
production from the state of Kansas to the light, sandy 
soil of the Taber irrigation project.” 

Mr. Sundal, one of the progressive growers of the 
south, is looking ahead to the building of the St. Mary 
dam, and the peshing of irrigation from Taber to Medi¬ 
cine Hat. He believes that there is much light, sandy 
land in that area well adapted for specialized crops that 
cannot be grown in the heavy soil west of Taber. 

A contemplated two million dollar post war program 
on irrigation extensions east of Taber, Is rousing the 
forward looking people of the south to the need for 
making best possible use of the type of soil finder irri¬ 
gation. It is suggested that the federal government 
secure an 80 acre tract of land for experimenting in 
sweet potatoes, peanuts, soy beans and other crops that 
would be commercially profitable.

Many Confusions 
U.S.^Agriculture 

A prominent business man and ag¬ 
riculturist of United States in writ¬ 
ing to a High River friend, gives an 
outline of some of the agricultural 
confusions which exist across the line. 
Any farm situation in United States 
bears likeness to problems in Canada, 
and is for that reason of interest. The 
writer says: 

“The general agricultural situation 
in the United States is just as I 
flankly expected—only average. Last 
year was the most favorable year for- 
farmers all over the United States 
that we have had for a long time, and 
1941 and 1940 were also unusually 
good years. Naturally,.we would like 
‘ tn have such favorable conditions 
continue indefinitely, but nature does 
not work that way, Slid tnis year we 
cannot possibly hope for as good crops 
a. we have recently harvested. 

“Curiously enough, we have been 
severely handicapped by an excess 
of rainfall throughout the Northeast 
which has kept the land in a state of 
muddy quagmire, while at the same 
time there have been serious droughts 
in the Southeast and in parts of the 
Southwest. 

“On top of a less favorably season, 
we have the experience of struggling 
against other adversaries', also. Our 
theorists in the Federal New Deal at 
Washington are trying to combat the 
. laws of supply and demand by issuing 
- aH sorts of regulations, many of them 
based on the theory only and not on 
experiences, which have not worked 
out as expected. 

“As a result, our hog population 
has increased enormously and it has 
been vfery profitable to feed com and 
other grain at these guaranteed pri¬ 
ces. 

“At the same time, these planners 
in Washington put a ceiling on com, 
so that corn cannot be bought or sold 
above $1.07 per bushel. 

. “As the Corn Belt producers can- 
make much more than that through 
feeding their corn to- hogs, they sim¬ 
ply will not sell the corn to dairymen, 
and poultrymen, and others outside of 
the Com Belt. The result has been 
that although the Government is cal¬ 
ling for more milk, more chickens and 
eggs, and more beef the feed cannot 
lie bought because of the Federal 
regulations, and the production of 
meats, poultry, eggs, etc., will act¬ 
ually-be greatly handicapped. 

“This is lust a sample of one of the
